Rudloff cards fibers and adds a powdered bonding resin 
before leveling with a perforated drum. 

Lewellin uses resin and oven curing. 
Zimmer adds chemicals to fibers. 

Nieminen describes long fibers which are worked with wood 
splinters. 



Mieck, Buschnei: and two Costard German references appear to 
describe multiple steps not in the present invention. 

Kjelby uses needle punching of fibers broken by 
overstretching . 

Costard PCT 95/01468 chemically processes forms and breaks, 
bundles, cards and makes a fine fiber band. 

Costard PCT 97/19221 treats fibers with borax and trisodium 
phosphase . 

Barraquet aligns, turns and layers fibers. 
Krispin adds chemicals and rovings. 
Neuhold adds and cures a binder. 
Kontrus adds elastic fibers. 

The remaining references describe steps and materials not 
found in the present invention. 

Independent claim 1 describes making a fiber mat with 
pretreating fibers as plants are harvested by exposing the plant 
stems to moisture, shortening and separating the stems into a 
fiber mass with 0.1-30 mm fibers, and drying and dry forming the 
mat with inter-fiber bonds between fibrils of single fibers, 
which would not have been obvious from the references. 

Dependent claims 2-11 add further nonobvious features. 
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Accelerated examination is requested.
